Bpiscopal Mew Departure. 

The New York Commercial. Advertiser pre- 
sents the following changes in the new style 
of Prayer Buok and Service of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church : 

The ** Union Prayer Book, ’’ mentioned in 
the Commercial yesterday as having been in- 
iroduced into the service of the Episcopal 
Church by the Rev. Mr. Thrall, is a handsome 
volume of 590 pages—published by A 5S. 
Barnes & Co., of this city, and notable for 
some important Liturgical changes. 

The accepted book of Common Prayer, pre- 
pared in England nearly two centuries ago, 
was revised and ratifed by the bishops, 
clergy and laity of the Episcopal Church io 
America, in Convention assembled, in Octo- 
ber, 1789; and since tbat period no revision 
bas been wade up to the time of the prepara- 
tion of the present volume. The propriety of 
revision and alieration has been ucknow- 
ledged by the authorities of the Church of 
Eugland, and reaffirmed by the American 
Episcopal Convention, a8 appears by the 
preface to the authorized edition published 
here in 1814, certified by Bishop Hobart—so 
that the projectors of the **Union Prayer 
Book” have good precedent to support their 
action. 

The principal changes now introduced into 
the-Liturgy are as fullows : ; 

1. Simplification of the order of service. 

2. Avoidance of repetitions. 

3. Extension of the Table of Sunday Les- 
sons, so a8 to insure the reading of a double 
portion of the Scriptures. 

4. A greater sariety of chants and prayers 

5. Omission of coutroverted and doubtfu’ 
expressions. 

6. New Rubrical expressions, so prepared 
as not to restrict the inbereat liberty of every 
minister and congregation’ 

lustead of the thrity-nine Articles of Re- 
ligion, there are thirty-one ; and the Creed 
ia changed by the omission of phrases io which 
the Episcopal Church has always clung with 
great tenacity. This iwportaot alteration in 
the Creed, which is realiy the keynote of the 
whole work, will be better understood by a 
comparison of che subjoined parallel pas- 
sages:

The words in Italics being entirely omitted, 
the phrase in brackets is submitted for them. 
The creed of ‘one holy Church universal,” 
is manifestly intended to give © broader 
ground for the union of all Christian sects ; 
while the choice of the mode of baptism is left 
to the believer himself. 

The whole baptismal service is essentially 
changed. In the rite for the Pablhec Baptism 
of Intants, the words ‘‘and do sign him with 
the sign of the Cross,’’ sre omitted—probubly 
for the sake of easing tender consciences ; 
while in the service for the Baptism of Adults, 
besides a similar omission, there are several 
substitations and simplifications.

That province bas been in the habit of pur- 
chasing its supplies of boots, shoes, cotton, 
tweeds, blankets and other sueb Iike articles 
in England and tatrying them around Cape 
Horn. - After. their long se®. voyage, they 
bad to pay a duty of fifteen per cent, or more 
and consequently sold at a high price, but 
now tbey will be boughthere, in Ontario and 
Quebec andthe duty saved, there being no 
customs duty on goods imported from one 
province into another. Two gentlemen from 
British Columbia, we understand, are bere 
purchasing a fall supply of \Canedian-made 
articles with which to freight two sbips for 
British Columbia. The voyage will be 
shorter than England; and there being 
no dutles to pay on thelr arrival, the goods 
can be sold more cheaply than similar Kng- 
lish goods could be. It is altogether proba- 
ble that a considerable trade will thus spring 
up with the Pacific province, alike beneficial 
to the easteroa and western parts of the domin- 
ion. We are now to a considerable extent a 
manufacturing community, and we turn our 
attention more and more to manufactures, 
and the opening of s new market for our 
goods is therefore a matter of. no small im- 
portance. 

Owing to the absence of customs duties 
between the provinces, no oge can compete 
with us for supplying British Columbia with 
Gach goods as are produced in Oatario or any 
of our eastern provinces, The fact we have 
mentioned of goods now being shipped from 
from this country to British Columbia is an 
evidence, if any more is wanted, of the rapid- 
ity with which our trade with that country 
would be developed if the Canadian Pacific 
Railway were in existence. The necessity 
for a long voyage, skirting almost the whole 
of the continent is enough to prohibit trade 
between the east and west of the dominion ; 
but it is springing up in spite of this difficul- 
ty ; and such being the case, it requires little 
shrewdness to perceive the proBability of its 
extending to a large amount with the building 
of our railway, which would briog our mana- 
factures within a week's distance of our cus- 
tomers in Victoria and New Westminster. §

The Canadians, although Volunteers 
like the other competitors, present a more 
directly military aspect, from the fact that 
they wear ascarlet jacket, plush troas and 
acap resembling that of the militia. hey 
bave, doubtless, a large infusion of native 
military spirit, apart from their special stiire, 
for it must be remembered that in Canada 
volunteering oecasionally means active ser- 
vice on the frontier at very short notice, and 
that in some parts of the Dominion lands are 
still held by military teaure.”’ The firiug for 
the Queen’s Prize commenced on the 12th, 
but the weather was wet and the shooting 
very poor. The Cénadians, however, had not 
bad tbeir try at the targets up to the time the 
steamer sailed. Prince Frederick William of
